Visitors are invited to visit the Alberta Government Information 
Bureau at the junction of Highways No. 2 and No. 3 west of Fort 
Macleod, Alberta. Open from early spring until late in the fall. 
Fishing and hunting licenses and game export permits are issued. 


Reservations at various points may be made by Alberta Tourist 
Association teletype during the summer or by long-distance telephone 
at any time. 


During the spring and winter months letters for reservations should 
be addressed to motels, auto courts or hotels. From about the middle of 
June it is advisable to write one of the accommodation offices listed be- 
low stating the size of the party, time and date of arrival, price range, 
ete., and enclosing the deposit to cover the first night’s rental.

BANFF NATIONAL PARK 


Open all year, reached by railway and 24-ft. paved 
highways with 10-foot shoulders; fully equipped with 
gondola, sedan and chair lifts which cater to tourists in 
summer and skiers in winter. Banff National Park 
(2,560 sq. mi.) in the heart of the Canadian Rockies is 
famous for its curative mineral hot springs, excellent 
fishing, world-famous golf course, its School of Fine 
Arts, its huge modern trailer parks and campgrounds 
and a wide range of motel and hotel accommodation to 
suit every purse. Banff is Canada’s choice for the 1968 
Olympic winter games. Nearby Lake Louise, surrounded 
by perpetual glaciers and unexcelled scenic grandeur is 
a paradise for motorists and hikers in summer, and 
skiers in winter. 


JASPER NATIONAL PARK 


Served by pavement and railway from Edmonton all 
year and the Banff-Jasper Highway in summer, Jasper 
National Park (4,200 sq. mi.) is famous for its numerous 
lakes, streams, waterfalls, awesome canyons and magni- 
ficent mountains, its excellent golf course, its great 
variety of wild life, its fishing and its ‘family skiing” 
facilities. Jasper town is headquarters for pack trips, 
rides and hikes into vast parkland regions which have 
been carefully preserved in their primitive state. Accom- 
modations range from large modern trailer parks and 
campsites to modern motels, commercial hotels and 
resort lodges. 


WATERTON LAKES NATIONAL PARK 


Situated on the Great Divide and the Montana 
border, this park (204 sq. mi.) is Canada’s portion of the 
Waterton-Glacier International Peace Park. It provides 
every kind of facility for enjoyable vacations and 
especially for riding, hiking, fishing, golfing, swimming 
and boating. Its intriguing multi-colored mountains 
challenge the skills of climbers and photographers alike. 
Accommodations range from campgrounds and trailer 
parks to luxury motels and lodges. 


ELK ISLAND NATIONAL PARK 


Principally a preserve for more than 1,000 buffalo . 
(bison) Elk Island National Park (75 sq. mi.) 35 miles 
east of Edmonton, is ideally located around the pictures- 
que shores of beautiful Lake Astotin. Open air concerts 
are a feature on Sundays during the summer. Extensive 
campsite and picnic facilities are ideal for youth groups 
and church camps as well as for motorist campers. 


WOOD BUFFALO NATIONAL PARK 


Located in the northeastern corner of Alberta, 
Wood Buffalo Park is a wild life preserve reached only 
by air. 

Detailed information on the vacation attractions of 
all national and provincial parks is available free from 
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Accommodation 


Many picnic and camp sites are located along 
Alberta’s highways. The face of this map shows 
locations of a few; more are ready for your use 
now. Watch for the roadside signs indicating their 
location. All are equipped with shelters, tables, 
fireplaces and toilet facilities. A few marked 
campsites in the Eastern Rockies Forest Area may 
be not equipped with all facilities provided Al- 
berta roadside campsites. 


Information about National Park Camp 
Grounds may be obtained at the park administra- 
tion offices. 


The Government of Alberta has established 
a standard of motel accommodations, by minis- 
terial order. Motels are inspected and classified to 
ensure maintenance of standards which are 
designated by stars. Three-star units are fully 
modern and suitable for family use. Four-star 
units are in the deluxe class. 


A free booklet listing all motels with their 
rating, hotels, camping spots, points of interest 
and other information may be obtained at infor- 
mation bureaus or on request to Alberta Travel 
Bureau, Legislative Building, Edmonton.

POINTS 


1. Grave of Twelve Foot Davis:—H. F. Davis gained in- 
ternational fame under the nickname of “Twelve Foot” 
Davis, when during the Cariboo gold rush, he noticed 
two gold claims at Barkerville seemed to exceed the limit 
by twelve feet which he promptly staked. The 12-foot 
claim yielded more than $15,000 in gold. 


2. St. Charles Mission:—About 50 miles north of Grande 
Prairie at Dunvegan Crossing is the first permanent 
Roman Catholic mission church in the vast Peace River 
district, constructed during the years 1883-1885. 


3. District of Athabasca, 1882:—To the north of this 
cairn lies the old District of Athabasca of the North West 
Territories. The District of Athabasca was eventually 
absorbed by the provinces of Alberta and Saskatchewan. 


4. Athabasca Landing:—This was once the “jumping 
off point” for the vast northland. Here in 1887 the first 
steamboat “Athabasca” was built to ply the river between 
Mirror Landing and the Grand Rapids. 


5. St. Albert Cathedral:—Enclosed within a protective 
building is the original log cathedral constructed in 1861 
by Father Lacombe, pioneer western Canadian priest. 


6. Fort White Earth:—In 1710, the Hudson’s Bay and 
North West Companies abandoned Fort Edmonton, up- 
stream, and established a joint trading post within a 
single pallisade at this point. 


7. Winnipeg Trail: Near this point the Highway 
crosses the old Winnipeg Trail. It was used extensively 
after 1860 by explorers, traders and missionaries. 


8. Frog Lake Massacre:—25 miles north of Marwayne 
in Eastern Alberta, a cairn and cemetery stand in 
memory of the massacre at Frog Lake, April 2, 1885. 
Nine men were killed and a North West Mounted Police 
Constable was fatally injured the next day by an attack- 
ing band of Cree Indians. 


9. Paint Creek House:—Two forts of the rival Hudson’s 


Bay and North West Companies were built within a 
single pallisade at this site shortly after 1800. The posts 
were also known as Fort Vermilion. 


10. High Level Bridge:—Constructed in 1910-1913 at a 
cost of $2,000,000, the 2,478 foot bridge crosses the North 
Saskatchewan River at Edmonton. The top deck was 
designed originally to accommodate streetcars and trains 
while motor traffic used the centre deck. 


11. Fort Edmonton:—First established by Hudson’s Bay 
Co. in 1795, Fort Edmonton was moved several times 
before settling permanently at this site in 1830. 


12. Legislative Buildings:—Located on the site of the 
old Fort Edmonton, Alberta’s legislative building was 
started in 1908 and finished in 1911. The building is 
open to visitors Mondays to Fridays only. 


13. Storyland Valley:—A five acre children’s zoo de- 
picts fairy tales and nursery rhymes in over-size plastic 
models. Displayed are species of animals and birds from 
many parts of the world. Opened in 1959 the zoo is 
circled by the Edmonton Little Western Railroad which 
takes passengers on a quarter mile tour. 


14. and 14A.:—Jubilee Auditoriums:—Among the world’s 
outstanding auditoria are the two located at Edmonton 
and Calgary. Commemorating the Province’s Golden 
Jubilee in 1955, the $4.5 million buildings seat 2,750 
persons. 


15. Elk Island Park:—One of the few remaining herds 
of buffalo are to be found at Elk Island National Park. 


16. The “Ribstones”:—These stones which resemble the 
ribs of a buffalo undoubtedly had a sacred significance, 
were graven well over a thousand years ago. 


17. Fort del’Isle:—Alex. Mackenzie of newly-formed 
XY Co. established a trading post here in autumn 1799. 


18. Ukrainian Museum:—A unique museum displaying 
the national costumes, handicrafts and other hereditary 
features of Ukrainian culture, is located at Mundare, 
near a grotto maintained by the Basilian Fathers.

INTEREST 


19, 20, and 21. Boundaries of Alberta, Assiniboia and 
Saskatchewan:—District of Alberta, 1882:—In 1882, part 
of the North West Territories was divided into the Dis- 
tricts of Alberta, Assiniboia, Athabasca and Saskatche- 
wan. In 1905, the Provinces of Alberta and Saskatchewan 
were created, incorporating most of the lands of the 
four districts. 


22. Inverted Aqueduct Siphon:—Built in 1911-1914 at 
a cost of $700,000 the two mile long Brooks aqueduct 
which serves 58,000 acres of irrigated land features a 
unique inverted siphon to carry the water under the 
tracks of the CPR mainline. 


23. Biggest Little Church:—Standing starkly alone on 
the edge of the Dinosaur Trail, the Biggest Little Church, 
seven by 12 feet in size, has pews inside capable of 
seating six worshippers. 


The Badlands:—More than 300 square miles of the Red 
Deer River Valley forms the Badlands, an area of ex- 
treme soil erosion forming grotesque and unique “hoo- 
doos” and dolomites up to 120 feet in height. The area 
is a treasure grove of petrified remains of early animal 
and vegetable life. 


24. Rocky Mountain House Fort:—Built in 1799, the 
first of several forts constructed in the immediate dis- 
trict, this structure was headquarters for Geographer 
and Explorer David Thompson. 


25. Rev. George McDougall:—Rev. George Millward 
McDougall, widely loved pioneer Methodist missionary, 
perished at this site on January 24, 1876. 


26. Murder of -Constable Graburn:—Constable Marma- 
duke Graburn, N.W.M.P., was shot and killed by un- 
known persons in the Cypress Hills Nov. 17, 1879. He 
was the first Mounted Policeman killed by violence after 
the force was organized in 1873. 


27. Blackfeet-Cree Battle:—In autumn 1870, about 800 
Crees and Assiniboines attacked the Bloods and Black- 
feet across the river. The Blackfeet repulsed the in- 
vaders, drove them into the river near here and ruthless- 
ly slaughtered them. Final loss estimated 200 to 300 
br and 40 Blackfeet. This was the last great Indian 
attle. 


28. Massacre Butte:—In 1867, an immigrant train con- 
sisting of about twelve men, women and children was 
massacred near this hill during the night by a war party 
of Blood Indians led by Medicine Calf. 


29. The Frank Slide:—Huge limestone boulders strewn 
across the floor of the Crowsnest Pass mark the site of 
the tremendous slide at Frank, Alberta, April 29, 1903, 
when a portion of Turtle Mountain 1,300 feet high, four 
miles wide and 500 feet deep toppled on the edge of the 
townsite. 


30. The Calgary Zoo:—Located on St. George’s Island, 
features not only a wide range of live animals, but a 
unique display of life size dinosaurs and other prehistoric 
reptiles. Provision for picnicking and camping. 


31. Mormon Temple:—The temple of the Church of 
Jesus Christ of Latter Day Saints, was built between 1913 
and 1921 at a cost of about $1,000,000. 


32. St. Mary’s Dam:—One of the largest earth filled 
dams in Canada, this tremendous structure provides 
water to irrigate 410,000 acres of land in southern 
Alberta. It holds 289,000 acre feet of water in a man- 
made lake 11 miles long. The 189 foot high dam cost 
$7,000,000, was started in 1946 and completed in 1951. 


33. Writing-On-Stone:—Some time in the dim past a 
primitive people inscribed strange drawings of animals, 
men and symbols on these sandstone rocks. 


34. The Aquarium:—Located on the premises of the Cal- 
gary Brewing Co. has an outstanding collection of fresh 
and salt water fish and marine life, snakes and reptiles. 
No admission, open day long. 


35. Fort Macleod Museum:—A stylized version of the 
first NWMP outpost in Western Canada, the fort contains 
a museum building in which are displayed many items 
of early police equipment and pioneer home furnishings. 








GENERAL INFORMATION FOR 


VISITORS TO CANADA 





TOURISTS’ AUTOMOBILES AND FIREARMS 


Automobiles may be entered at any Canadian cus- 
toms frontier for touring purposes in Canada. Permits 
may be secured for periods of from 48 hours to six 
months. Rifles for sporting purposes and shotguns are 
permitted entry without deposit under the tourists’ regu- 
lations. Firearms must be registered with the Police 
authorities in order that the owner may legally possess 
them in Canada. Revolvers and pistols are not permitted 
but may be taken through Canada to Alaska if in 
separate containers officially sealed at the border. 


ARTICLES PURCHASED IN CANADA 


United States residents returning from Canada may 
take back, once every 31 days, merchandise for personal 
or household use to the value of $100, duty and tax free, 
provided they have remained in Canada at least 48 hours. 

U. S. Customs MAY determine the value of pur- 
chases on wholesale prices rather than retail. 

Members of a family household travelling together 
may combine their personal exemptions. 

Persons crossing the International Boundary at one 
point and swinging back into the United States in order 
to travel to another part of Canada should inquire at 
United States Customs regarding special exemption re- 
quirements. 


Residents from countries other than the United 
States should ask the appropriate authorities of the 
country of their origin or its nearest consulate for 
detailed information about duty charged on articles 
purchased in Canada. 


TOURISTS’ OUTFITS 


Entry is permitted into Canada without deposit of 
such articles as boats, cameras, camping equipment, 
canoes, fishing tackle, firearms for sporting purposes, 
musical instruments, radios, etc. on temporary admission 
forms subject to proof of export at Customs Office. Cer- 
tain quantities of consumable goods are permitted entry 
duty free by tourists, viz, 50 rounds ammunition, 200 
cigarettes, 50 cigars, 2 pounds tobacco, two days of food- 
stuffs, 300 miles of gasoline and oil.

The Far North 


ALASKA HIGHWAY 


No special permit is needed for travel over the Alaska Highway. 
Detailed information about the highway, accommodation, roadside 
service, etc., is published in a special booklet which may be obtained 
from the Canadian Travel.Bureau, Ottawa, or from the Alberta Travel 
Bureau, Legislative Building, Edmonton. 


Road conditions are best during June through September. Thawing 
conditions make roads soft during March through May. Rain and snow 
make them slippery in October and November and snow conditions 
prevail through December, January and February. 


Topographical maps should be ordered from the Department of 
Mines and Technical Surveys, Ottawa, Ont. 


MACKENZIE HIGHWAY 


For detailed information about fishing camps, hunting, guides, etc., 
in North-West Territories, write North-West Territories Tourist Officer, 
Dep’‘t. of Natural Resources, 150 Kent St., Ottawa, Ont. 


The Mackenzie Highway extends from Grimshaw, a few miles west 
of Peace River, 385 miles to Lower Hay River on the southwest shore of 
Great Slave Lake in Mackenzie Territory. The highway is gravelled 
throughout and is kept open all year. A gravelled district road from 
High Level extends to Fort Vermilion on the Peace River. The highway 
penetrates some of the most wild and unsettled areas in Canada. It 
traverses muskegs, jackpine ridges, sluggish creeks and rapid rivers, 
all of which are bridged. One of the most beautiful sights on the high- 
way is Alexandra Falls, about 350 miles north of Grimshaw. At this 
point the Hay River plunges 109 feet from a wide ledge or bench into a 
gorge. Louise Falls, 46 feet high, not visible from the highway, are 
reached by a walk of about a mile. 


NO PASSENGER BOATS 


No passenger boats operate from Hay River or from any other 
railhead or terminal in the Mackenzie River Basin. Freight, tugs, and 
barges only operate on these waters. They do not have space or facilities 
for other than their own crew members. 


For Your Protection 


Drivers involved in accidents where any person is killed or injured 
or where property damage exceeds $100.00 must produce a“Pink Card” 
to show financial responsibility or the vehicle will be impounded. 


Pink cards are supplied to Insurance companies throughout the 
continent by the Government of Alberta. Pink cards issued by Mani- 
toba and British Columbia are valid in Alberta. 


Get your “Pink Card” from your insurance agent. 


WARNING: For conviction on charge of driving while intoxicated, 
minimum sentence 30 days in jail and driver’s licence suspended for 
one year without option of a fine. For driving while ability is impaired 
by alcohol, minimum $50 fine and driver’s license suspended for six 
months. This applies to visiting motorists also.
